DANGER. 

It is well for people when danger threat- 
ens them to prepare to face that danger 
and overcome it. There is no doubt that 
Kdmonton, in common with the whole 
Northwest, is, at the present moment, se- 
riously threatened with a visitation of 
small-pox ; one of the most dreaded and 
dreadful of diseases, It is our duty in our 
own interests, and in the interests of the 
whole country to see that this disease does 
not get a foothold here, or if it does to see 
that the measures usually taken in such 
cases are taken promptly and effectually, 
There is a natural reluctance on the part of 
any business community to admit any- 
thing or do anything that will interrupt 
the smooth and prosperous flow of trade ; 
but when a danger threatens, which, if not 
guarded against, is liable not only to inter- 
rupt, but destroy trade, it is good business 
to submit to the temporary inconvenience 
and loss of preventive measures rather than 
suffer the terrible loss and destruction of 
the danger itself. Terrible although the 
small-pox is, it is a strictly preventable 
disease, It can be guarded against com- 
pletely, as many other epidemics cannot. 
It is only a question of care, patience, 
trouble and expense. The BuLierim§ has 
no hesitation in saying that a crisis has 
been reached in the spread of this disease 
that cenders it imperatively nee s ary 
that all josible measures of pre- 
vention should be taken forthwith. There 
is no need of enlarging upon the horrible 
nature of the disease itself and the de- 
struction to life which it causes, in order 
to awaken the public to a sense of their 
duty in the matter; but a word regarding 
the particular results of its getting a fcot- 
hold here may not be out of place. This

What would be the horrors of such a visi- 
tation can only be thoroughly understood 
hy those who passed through the small-pox 
plague on the Saskatchewan in 1870, when 
this country was in almost exactly the 
same condition as the Mackenzie region is 
now. To prevent the disease reaching that 
country is a matter that most closely con- 
cerns the Canadian government and should 
cnyage their careful attention at once. 

Edmonton is in a position of grea diffi- 
culty at the pre-eut time, People are 
coming in from all directions, although for- 
tunately very few from the coast, and it 
seems hard to think of doing anything that 
would tend to turn them back just now, as 
a quarantine would, But on the other hand 
should the infection once reach here the 
difficulty of dealing with it amongst a new 
and mixed population such as we have, 
would be very great, and the knowledge 
that it was here would infallibly deter peo- 
ple from coming ; particularly if the north 
country became infected, when the danger 
of contagion would remain for years. This 
is a case in which it is the plain duty of 
the town council, the local government and 
the Dominion government to co-operate to 
absolutely prevent this disease getting a 
foothold in this part of the country, going 
even to the extreme of quarantining rail- 
way passengers and disinfecting imported 
goods, There is not a moment. to lose. 
The wonder isthat the disease has not already 
reached ; here considering that it has been 
in existence at Calgary for nearly a month. 
The fact that it has not is evidence that 
the Calgary authovities have been vigorous 
in their action, and that vigorous action 
is effective. But as the disease spreads on 
the coast people leave the infected cities, 
and, as has occurred in Calgary, bring 
the disease with them, Any train may 
bring us the infection and it-is for us, as 
sensible people, to follow the example of 
Winnipeg and take active measures to pre- 
vent its doing so; orif it should, be ready 
beforehand to reduce the danger to the 
smallest possible point, 

The Manitoba crop bulletin reports a light 
June rainfall, only 2.48 inches. The wheat 
crop promises to be of the best. Some damaged 
seed was sown and this is not doing well. There 
has been some damage from wind. The average 
price of unimproved land is placed at $8.80, an 
increase of $2 over last year. The number of 


farmers in the province has increased from 18,- 
937 to 20,517. 

Winnipeg is taking measures against the 
small-pox, It is proposed to quarantine imimi- 
grants on arriving, that an inspection of the 
city be made, and that a temporary hospital be 
erected to receive small-pox patients, if there 
should be any. It is also suggested to quaran- 
tine trains coming into the province from the 
west.

FIRE PROTECTION, 


Fault has often been found with Edmon- 
ton, as a town, that it is not compactly 
built. This a disadvantage in the 
transaction of business, which is rapidly 
being remedied by the concentration of 
new business buildings in the centre 
of the town. But it is also an ad- 
vantage as regards protection from _ fire. 
Nearly all the residences of the town are 
completely isolated, and this is probably 
the best form of fire protection, But as 
the business buildings close in on each 
other it becomes more and 


is 


more evident 
that the town cannot afford to do without 
the best possible means of actively fighting 
fire. Everyone knows that to fight fire 
successfully abundance of water is the first 
necessity. We have an engine that for 
the purpose for which it was intended, 
namely, getting to a fire quick y with the 
object of quenching it at the start, does 
good work. But when a fire in a wooden 
town has got good headway, the only thing 
that can be done is to save buildings not 
already attacked, and to do this abundance 
of water and willing hands are necessary. 
Experience within the past ten days shuws 
that we have plenty of good workers, but 
also that we have very little water readily 
available. The Butietin believes that 
there should be underground frost-proof 
tanks at frequent intervals along the busi- 
hess portion of Jasper avenue, which should 
he kept filled with water, If plenty of 
water is readily available, where the build- 
ings are no larger than in Edmonton, a 
great deal can be done to check the pro- 
gress of a fire. These tanks would always 
be nseful, no matter how perfeet our fire 
appliances might become. On the other 
hand, imagine a fire in the businsss portion 
of the town a couple of months from now 
when everything is dry, with a high wind 
blowing, of what account would the wells 
be, or the two or three water’ wagons that 
would have to go half a mile to get water 
from the river and draw it up a high hill 
besides ? 

Danger of tire is the one great drawback 
to business in a town, Anything that 
tends to lessen that danger is a direct bene-
